NEW YORK fA P) — James C 
Hagerty, American Broadcasting 
Co. news chief. Sunday night de­ 
fended last week’s appearance on 
the network of convicted perjurer 
Alger Hiss as an exercise in free 
dom of the press. 
“ Let’s get one thing straight,” 
Hagerty said, ‘Tm against Hiss 
and everything he stands for. I 
have no use for him—never have 
had. and never will have.” 
•‘But that doesn’t alter the fact 
that he did play an important 
part in the political career of 
Richard Nixon,” Hagerty said in 
a brief television appearance. 
Hagerty’s taped statement was 
aired in answer to a storm of 
complaints received about a pro­ 
gram last Sunday entitled ‘‘The 
Political Obituary of Richard Nix­ 
on” 
Hiss, largely through the work 
of 
a 
congressional 
committee 
headed by then Representative 
and later Vice President Nixon, 
was convicted of lying in connec­ 
tion with charges he passed infor­ 
mation to the Russians. 
Hagerty, who served as White 
House press secretary during the 
eight-year administration of Pres­ 
ident 
Eisenhower, 
when 
Nixon 
was vice president, conceded that 
some criticism of the Hi.ss appear­ 
ance consisted of “ an honest and 
sincere position.”

Have ,\mencan overseas military bases be­ 
come obsolescent in our system of deterrence 
«gainst nuclear attack'’ Most of our land-based 
overseas missile sites “ could gradually be elim­ 
inated. if the countries concerned agreed, with­ 
out significant impairment of our nuclear de­ 
terrent capacity.” writes Hanson W. Baldwin, 
civilian military expert, He excepts only bases 
in West Germany and Okinawa. 
The reason is that other ways of retaliating 
against nuclear attack have been developed. 
Available now are intercontinental ballistic mis­ 
siles. Polaris submarines, and long-range missile- 
carrying bombers that can be refueled in the 
air—and more than 700 more which could reach 
the Soviet Union without refueling. 
But there is little prospect that U. S. over- 
»eas bases will be abandoned in the near future. 
Those bases are obsolescent as far as deterrence 
ef nuclear altack is concerned, but they are 
highly useful still in deterring other aspects of 
Communist expansion. 
They also have psychological and political 
value, and are often an indirect way of helping a 
nation’s economy. Countries without bases might 
pull out of N.^TO and seek to make their own 
terms with Moscow. Our protective system of 
alliances would be weakened.

China And India 


Before it i.«; possible to understand the war between 
Bed China and India, it i.s necessary to realize that 
Nationalist China on Formosa remains silent. 
Prior to 1925, the flag of China consisted of five 
bars: one for each of the component people of the coun­ 
try—the Chinese, the .Manchus, the Mongols, the Tib­ 
etans and the Moslems. More realistically than either 
the later Kuomintang or the Communists, the early 
revolutionists particularly recognized the racial coin- 
^ ple.xity of China 
In a book I wrote m 1932. “ The Tinder Box of Asia,’* 
is a map of China which includes parts of India but also 
areas that are now in Russia 1 then wrote 


“ It must be noted that China does not politically 
recognize the loss of .Mongolia and Tibet or the les­ 
sening of its authoritv in .Sinkiang, Turkestan, and 
were China today sufficiently powerful to regain 
these territories by warfare, she would fight for 
them. Rut in every moment of dvnastir weakness 
In Chinese history , the periphery of the empire was 
reduced, large areas becoming either wholly inde­ 
pendent or colonies of other countries. China's long 
and bloody history is a recital of Just such losses 
of territory and subsequent irredentlsm.“

Have American overseas military bases be­ 


com e obsolescent in our system of deterrence 


against nuclear attack0 Most of our land-based 


overseas missile sites ‘’could gradually be elim ­ 
inated. if the countries concerned agreed, with­ 


out significant impairment of our nuclear de­ 


terrent capacity.” writes Hanson VV, Baldwin, 


civilian military expert. He excepts only bases 


in West Germany and Okinawa. 
The reason is that other ways of retaliating 


against nuclear attack have been developed. 
Available now are intercontinental ballistic m is ­ 


siles. Polaris submarines, and long-range missile- 


carrying bombers that can be refueled in the 


air— and more than 700 more which could reach 


the Soviet Union without refueling. 


But there is little prospect that U. S. over- 


t e a s bases will be abandoned in the near future. 


Those bases are obsolescent as far as deterrence 


o f nuclear attack is concerned, but they a r e 


highly useful still in deterring other aspects of 


Communist expansion. 
They also have psychological and political 


Value, and are often an indirect way of helping a 


nation’s economy. Countries without bases might 


pull out of NATO and seek to make their own 


terms with Moscow. Our protective system of 


alliances would be weakened.

China And India 


Before it is possible to understand the w ar betw een 


Red China and India, it is necessary to realize that 


N ationalist China on F orm osa rem ain s silent. 


P rio r to 1925, the flag of China consisted of five 


b ars: one for each of the com ponent people of the coun­ 


try —the C hinese, the M anchus, the M ongols, the T ib­ 


etan s and the M oslem s. 
M ore realistically than either 


the later K uom intang or the C om m unists, the early 


revolutionists p articu larly recognized the racial com ­ 


plexity of China. 


In a book I w rote in 1932. ‘ The T inder Box of A sia." 


is a m ap of China w hich includes p a rts of India but also 


a re a s th at a re now in R ussia. I then w rote: 


“ It m ust be noted th at C hina does not politically 


recognize the loss of M ongolia and Tibet or the les­ 


sening of its authority in Sinkiang. T urkestan, and 


w ere China today sufficiently pow erful to regain 


these territo rie s by w arfare, she would fight for 


them . But in every m om ent of dynastic w eakness 


In Chinese history, the periphery of the em pire was 


reduced, large a re a s becom ing eith er wholly inde­ 


pendent or colonies of other countries. C hina's long 


and bloody history is a recital of just such losses 


of territo ry and subsequent irred en tism ." 


T his w as w ritten in 1932; the irred en tism is taking 


place today. T hat is norm al to every Chinese, w hether 


N ationalist or C om m unist. N ehru surely knew all about 


th at, because he can read m aps as well as anyone It 


Is even possible th at as early as the B andung Confer­ 


e n ce <1955» K rishna Menon realized that sooner or 
la te r, India would have to fight for a boundary betw een 
China and India w hich the B ritish delineated and pro­ 
tected. W ithout the B ritish to do the job. India had to 
depend upon the U nited N ations or v ery clever diplo­ 
m acy. The C om m unists did not give him enough tim e. 


The C hinese never forget C hinese cultural unity 
even w hen they fight each other. Sun Y at-sen’s R evolu­ 
tion w as originally designed to drive the M anchus from 
China 
They w ere then ruling the country. The Ming 
D ynasty, which had been defeated by the M anchus, 
had attem p ted to e rect a vestigial governm ent on F o r­ 
m osa. This failed. 


T here w as no successor C hinese dynasty, so a Re­ 
public w as established. Of this. Liang Chi-chao. a m od­ 
ern Chinese political thinker, said: 


“ D uring the last two decades China has tried to 
tran sp lan t one after another, the political institutions 
of E urope onto her own soil. C onstitutional M onarchy 
h as been tried. R epublicanism . C onfederacy. Sovietism ; 
all have been tried as though China desired to try every 
form in existence. In reality , nothing but the nam e had 
been introduced, and confusion is m ade m ore con­ 
founded. 


F o r when an institution whose roots are not am ong 
the people is introduced from the top. it is like plucking 
th e flow ers of a neighbour to em bellish the dying 
bran ch es of one s own tree 
th ere can be no life ” 


The R epublic did not w ork out because it could not 
establish a center of pow er. W hat is not recalled these 
day s is th at the early revolutionary m ovem ent of Sun 
Y at-sen w as profoundly influenced by the Black Dragon 
Society of Ja p a n 
N either India nor Indian philosophy 
played any role in the developm ent of the revolutionary 
p arty , called the Tungm enhui. 


The last Ming E m p ero r w as conquered bv the 
M anchus in 1614; the M anchus w ere overthrow n in 
1912. To the Chinese, this is just a m om ent in his­ 
tory and China can alw ays w ait. 
This m ust be understood if one is to realize 
k 
th at C hina is now going hack to about 1795. to the 
Chienhing Line which not only m ust take China to 
the Bay of B engal, but includes, in T urkestan, te r­ 
ritory now R ussian and the M aritim e provinces of 
Siberia. And China will seek to take it all, sooner 
or later. 


The races in E aste rn Siberia a re num erous W hat, 
in the W est, are called T atars, at one tu n e or another, 
w ere am ong the peoples of China T hese races are not 
R ussian by any scientific m easu rem en t They a re not 
Slavs. Stalin w isely attem p ted to R ussianize all the 
peoples of R ussia; in this he failed because tim e w as 
ag ain st him 
K hrushchev ap p aren tly cannot defeat the principle 
of localism which is so d e a r to the O riental conception 
of life—the fam ily, the clan, the village are realities; 
P eking and Moscow a re far aw ay. To the la tte r one 
offers obedience until it becom es unnecessary’. The W est 
seeks com plicated explanations;

The quotation Is from an account 
by Rear Adm. John D. Hayes of how 
a small action at DrewTy*s Bluff, on 
the James River, 10 miles from Rich­ 
mond, saved the Confederate cap ital 
from cap ture in 1862 and emp hasized 
the influence of naval p ower on mili­ 
tary strategy during the whole course 
of the war. 
When McClellan started his drive 
up the Virginia Peninsula in May, the 
defense of the James had been neg­ 
lected by the Rebels. Makeshift forU- 
ficatJons w'cre thrown up hastily and 
guns p laced at this commanding p o­ 
sition and obstructions p laced in the 
river itself, yet they deterred Union 
naval vessels long enough for the 
Union Army commander, McClellan, 
to lose conJFidencc in the irtmclads. 
He failed to sup p ort their attack ade­ 
quately, a break-through that was 
p ossible then and there failed, and 
Confederates were given the p recious 
time needed to strengthen the river 
defenses against naval p enetration. 
Consequently, the aeries of battles 
McClellan fought along the James in 
June were to p rove futile.

The quotation is from an account 
by Rear Adm. John D. Hayes of how 
a small action at Drewry's Bluff, on 
the James River, IO miles from Rich­ 
mond, saved the Confederate capital 
from capture In 1882 and emphasized 
the influence of naval power on mili­ 
tary strategy during the whole course 
of the war. 
When McClellan started his drive 
up the Virginia Peninsula in May, the 
defense of the James had been neg­ 
lected by the Rebels. Makeshift forti­ 
fications were thrown up hastily and 
guns placed at this commanding po­ 
sition and obstructions placed In the 
river itself, yet they deterred Union 
naval vessels long enough for the 
Union Army commander, McClellan. 
to lose confidence in the ironclads. 
He failed to support their attack ade­ 
quately. a break-through that was 
possible then and there failed, and 
Confederates were given the precious 
time needed to strengthen the river 
defenses against naval penetration. 
Consequently, the series of battles 
McClellan fought along the James in 
June were to prove futile.

ANNAPOLIS. Md., 'AP) - Un­ 
less Gov. Tawes and the Mary­ 
land legislature go on an unex 
pected spending spree, state tax­ 
payers can rest easy for at least 
another year.

Lists Causes 
Of Blight Here 


Varied Factors 
Listed In Report 


The causes of blight in Cum­ 
berland are many and varied, 
according to a report on U rbaM | 
Renewal Recommendations p r e S 
pared by Blair and Stein Associ­ 
ates for the Municipal Planning 
and Zoning Commission 
The report recommended four 
urban 
renewal 
projects 
which 
have been adopted by the Cum­ 
berland Urban Renewal Agency. 
The age of buildings is a factor. 
Structures in all four neighbor­ 
hoods 
recommended for urban 
renewal action—the central busi­ 
ness district, Centro Street, South 
Cumberland 
and 
the 
southern 
portion of the West Side — are 
among the oldest in the city. 
Many of the buildings are obsolete 
and not suited to their function. 
Incompatability of land 
uses 
was given as the second cause. 
The planners said conflicts exist 
between residential and non-resi- 
dential uses. Small repair shops, 
warehouses, 
auto garages and 
small industries located in resi­ 
dential areas detract from tbs 
desirabilities of the areas for 
housing purposes, and the close 
proximity of railroad tracks is 
detrimental to residential neigh­ 
borhoods. 
Franklin Speculation Cited 
Overspeculation, t h e planners 
said, is a third factor. Within 
the central business area and th* 
Centre Street neighborhood, resi­ 
dential blight has been accelerat­ 
ed by the lack of maintenance on 
buildings held in anticipation of 
higher values. 
In fact, the planner said, these 
properties became too expensive 
to rehabilitate or maintain for 
housing purposes and still not 
attractive 
enough 
for 
private 
commercial development, adding: 
"The properties have become 
a kind of no-man's land between 
the intensive, high priced com­ 
mercial users in the center and 
the stable residential areas fur­ 
ther out." 
Lots Are Small 
Lot sizes and ownership Is a 
fourth factor. Originally platted 
30 or 40 years ago. many Iota 
are inadequate for modern de­ 
velopment. 
Since ownership 
is 
highly diversified, it is difficult 
for 
a 
private 
developer 
to 
assemble land for a major pro­ 
ject. 
There is no demand to reuse 
land, the planners gave as the 
fifth reason.
